Grasshoppers 
Giving Trouble 
Says W. K. Frey 


County Agent W. K. Frey says 
he has had a lot of calls on g r a s s ­ 
hopper problems this week, and 
th at a large number of farmers 
and ranchers are now busily d ie t­ 
ing and spraying pastures and 
fence rows around their cropland 
to kill the hoppers. 
Frey states th at either Tox- 
aphene Emulsion or Chlordanc 
or Dieldrin can be used as a spray, 
or Toxaphene dust can be dusted 
on grass and 
weeds 
bordering 
fields. Then when the hoppers 
start into thè cotton, corn, or 
peanut fields, they will get a lethal 
dose as they go through the grass 
and weeds. 
Last week Doss Miller of De 
Leon was troubled with grass­ 
hoppers eating 
up 
his 
corn. 
County Agent Frey had arranged 
for a helicopter to spray water­ 
melons for Aphids 
(honeydew) 
in watermelon patches over the 
county with parathion. He a r­ 
ranged for a shipment of Diel­ 
drin from W eatherford, and the 
corn field and 35 acres of Mr. 
Miller’s pasture were then sprayed 
with the dieldrin, which gives 
quick and positive kill. 
County Agent Frey says one 
fourth pound of dieldrin per acre 
or 1 
pounds of Toxaphene or 3 
pounces of Chlordane per acre will 
do the job on grasshoppers. The 
im portant thing, says Frey, is to 
know how much water your spray­ 
er puts out per acre ii you are 
using a tractor mounted sprayer 
and then put in the proper amount 
of popison for th at m uch water? 
Cattle should not be allowed to 
graze on sprayed areas until 5 
days after the poison is applied.
